“JE they bad uot done so it was 
extrewely probable a Kurvpean line or the 
Chinese Merchant Shipping Co. would have 
commenced tho service, 80 that suoner or: 
liter the trade between Japan aud Corea 
would have to bs affected. Therefore they 
decided that it was beat to ha firat in the 
field, —Japan Gazeite. 


Tue present dynasty attach equal import- 
nnee to agriculture and the rearing of thy 
silkeworm, a8 they furm the atiple indua- 
tries of China. From the commencement 
it waa instituted that at every Spring the 
bmperor should ds honour to the former 
and the Empress the lutter of tho above- 
mentioned induatrics.

be deputed to perform the ceremony. Nive 
ladies who serve as maids of honour were 
ordered to assist in the ceremovy. A De- 
crea was isauod that the new Ewpress should 
personally perform this year.—Shil Pao.

a poor one, even ip proapyrous times, for 
thon the people could not give s bride any 
bed coverletg or bienketa at a wedding, 
which indicates asad condition of indyzence, 
‘The general state of Shantuny is auch, that 
allthe benevolent exertions of the Governor 
Chang and Tnot'ai Shéng have but touched 
the outaide of the misary. Tho Ts. 20+,0 0 
already «listributed have gone a very litte 
way among euch millions of atarving bnman 
beings. Foreigners forgetting the political 
or geographical demarcations that divide 
men from men, hava contributed mst gon- 
movaly to help these peopl, and shall not 
wo, their own countrymen?’
